We  do  not 
want  these  principles,  which  are  so  vital  to  the 
stability  of  our  nation,  smothered  by  the  debris 
of  a  crumbling  civilization. 

When  we  realize  the  changes  which  have  taken 
place  in  our  social  life  during  the  past  generation, 
we  have  reasons  to  be  fearful  of  the  future.  We 
and  other  family  associations  have  an  opportunity 
to  do  much  to  help  to  keep  our  ship  of  state  on 
even  keel.  “Things  are  in  the  saddle  and  do  ride 
mankind.” 

A'.ong  with  the  invitations  this  year  we  enclose 
a  report  of  our  last  annual  reunion.  We  hope  that 
you  will  find  it  interesting  enough  to  prompt  you 
to  drop  us  a  line  asking  us  for  a  report  on  the  next 
reunion.  The  many  letters  which  we  have  re¬ 
ceived  during  the  past  year  are  very  much 
appreciated. 

While  many  of  our  invitations  are  made  out  in 
the  name  of  Mrs. -  or  Mr. — — ,  they  are  in¬ 

tended  for  Mr.  and  Mrs.  — •  and  for  each  member 
of  the  family.  It  has  been  our  desire  to  have  a 
children’s  hour  during  the  forenoon  and  recrea¬ 
tions  for  the  children  during  the  time  of  the  after¬ 
noon  business  meeting.  On  this  and  on  other 
reunion  procedures  your  suggestions  are  invited. 
Because  you  live  at  a  distance  from  where  the  re¬ 
union  is  held  is  no  reason  why  you  should  hesitate

To  the  many  memoers  of  this  asso¬ 
ciation  who  are  unaoie  to  be  present 
at  the  reunions  from  year  to  year, 
the  following  remarks  are  of  special 
importance.  Because  this  spelling 
"Latshaw”  appeared  most  frequently 
to  the  organizers  of  this  association 
tney  used  this  spelling  to  designate 
this  large  family  whose  name  is  vari¬ 
ously  spelled.  vVhen  at  a  later  date 
tney  found  on  legal  documents  that 
our  immigrant  ancestor,  “b  rantz,” 
nad  placed  his  cross  under  the  follow¬ 
ing  spellings:  Latsha,  Latschar,  Lat¬ 
snaw,  they  enlarged  the  title  of  the 
lamny  to  include  these  three  differ¬ 
ent  spellings.  Later  research  brought 
to  light  otner  spellings  of  the  name. 
Latsna,  Latscha,  Latschar,  Latsnaw, 


This  association  is  being  organized 
on  a  national  basis.  Pending  the  re¬ 
organization  of  the  committees  of 
the  association,  contributions  should 
be  sent  to  the  president,  Allen  Lat¬ 
shaw',  Berwyn,  Pa., — who  during  the 
illness  of  the  corresponding  secre¬ 
tary, — who  is  also  the  efficient  head 
of  the  historical  committee,  is  acting 
in  this  capacity.  Contributions  re¬ 
ceived  for  this  purpose  will  be 
promptly  receipted  for  and  properly 
safeguarded.  A  full  report  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  will  be  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  association  annually 
and  to  each  branch  of  the  association 
requesting  it.  It  is  the  purpose  of 
this  committee  to  complete  the  rec¬ 
ords  as  far  as  possible  so  that  at 
some  future  time  a  complete  history 
of  the  family  and  its  part  in  the 
building  of  this  nation  may  be  pub¬ 
lished. 

It  is  estimated  that  in  our  large 
family  there  were  upwards  of  one 
hundred  deaths  during  the  past  year, 
nearly  as  many  births,  and  a  lesser 
number  of  marriages.  Comparatively 
few  of  these  have  been  reported  to 
us.  In  order  that  our  records  may 
be  kept  up  to  date,  it  is  very  much 
desired  that  anyone  in  possession  of 
information  along  these  lines  forward 
the  same  to  the  corresponding  secre¬ 
tary  or  to  any  of  the  officers  of  the 
association.

PRESIDENT’S  ADDRESS 
Allen  Latshaw. 

The  following  is  the  text  of  the  ad¬ 
dress  delivered  by  the  president: 

“We  who  have  gathered  in  reunion 
today  are  representatives  of  1500  liv¬ 
ing  families  who  are  carrying  on  the 
work  of  fifteen  thousand  families  who 
have  passed  on.  We  who  are  present 
and  those  who  have  departed  helped 
to  make  this  nation  what  it  is  today, 
performing  a  large  and  important 
part  in  all  walks  of  life.  Let  us  each 
rise  to  an  appreciation  of  our  impor¬ 
tance.  Each  and  every  one  of  us  is 
important  and  has  something  impor¬ 
tant  to  do.  Let  us  have  good  thoughts. 
“As  a  man  thinketh  in  his  heart  so 
is  he.”  "We  have  a  noble  heritage. 
Let  us  be  generous  and  free.”  “Be 
true  to  our  better  selves  and  it  must 
follow  as  night  the  day.  We  cannot 
then  be  untrue  to  any  man.” 

“We  do  not  place  our  ancestors  on 
a  pedestal  that  we  may  fall  down 
and  worship  them.  We  point  out  their 
virtues  that  we  may  emulate  them 
and  carry  on  the  work  which  they  be¬ 
gan.  Our  nation  is  comparatively  an 
.nfant.  In  many  respects  we  are  like 
children.  We  must  rise  in  our  man¬ 
liness  and  womanliness  to  the  full 
stature  of  adult  life.  Three  or  tour 
hundred  years  is  a  comparatively 
short  period  compared  to  the  six  or 
seven  thousand  years  of  recorded  his¬ 
tory. 

Observe  the  handiwork  of  God  in 
the  Heavens  on  a  starry  night. — Our 
ideas  of  time  and  space  shrink  to 
almost  the  little  end  of  noth.ng  and 
that  whittled  down  to  a  point,  when 
we  realize  that  the  starry  heavens  are 
made  up  of  millions  of  suns  like  our 
sun,  and  that  probably  each  one  of 
these  suns  has  an  earth  and  other 
planets  rotating  around  it.  Doubtless 
somewhere  in  the  starry  realm  there 
are  creations  very  much  like  ours 
with  creatures  doing  very  much  as 
we  are  doing.  In  each  case  to  any 
such  peoples  who  may  exist,  our  sun 
is  a  mere  point  of  light, — a  star  of 
lesser  magnitude.  To  them  our  earth 
and  other  planets  with  their  moons 
and  satellites  would  make  no  impres¬ 
sion — they  would  be  unobservable. 
To  them  their  sun  seems  to  rise  in 
the  east  and  to  set  in  the  west.  Ob¬ 
jects  fall  to  the  ground.  Mists  rise 
and  form  clouds,  and  rains  descend. 
Day  follows  night,  and  summer  fol¬ 
lows  winter.  Seeds  germinate  and 
yield  their  fruit  with  increase  in  the 
harvest.  Transgression  of  nature’s 
laws  brings  punishment.  They  inter¬ 
pret  these  things  and  from  them  they 
develop  a  civilization,  a  religion,  a 
hope  in  immortality,  a  belief  in  a 
Creator  God,  and  they  accept  a  Sa¬ 
vour.  Just  as  they  become  sensitive 
to  these  influences  they  develop  into 
spiritual  creatures  and  rise  to  what 
they  were  intended  to  be  In  creation, 


— creatures  higher  than  the  mere  an¬ 
imals. 

There  is  a  unity, — a  oneness,  oper¬ 
ating  in  every  thinkable  direction. 
We  interpret  our  observations  of  this 
working  with  the  intellectual  means 
which  we  possess,  and  we  give  ex¬ 
pression  to  our  understanding,  or  to 
our  imagination,  of  this  operation 
with  the  words  at  our  command. 

There  is  one  uod.  bis  laws 
are  immutable.  On  these  laws  we 
can  all  agree.  We  should  never  lose 
sight  of  them.  E'  en  Einstein  and 
Jeans  must  bow  in  recognition  of 
them. 

In  spite  of  the  vastness  of  th£  uni¬ 
verse  and  our  comparative  insignifi¬ 
cance  we  are  important  and  we  need 
to  rouse  ourselves  to  feel  that  we 
are  important  not  that  we  may  rise 
above  our  neighbor  but  that  we  may 
lift  him  as  we  rise.  True  importance 
consists  not  in  rising  higher  than 
our  neighbor  but  in  lifting  him  as 
we  rise. 

Two  hundred  and  five  years  ago 
the  first  Lalshaw  Family  Association 
was  held  on  American  soil.  Fji  weeks 
the  emigrants  had  mingled  in  close 
quarters  ‘on  board  the  good  ship 
“Morton  House.”  on  their  voyage  to 
the  American  shores.  They  oast  an¬ 
chor  in  the  Delaware  River,  in  the 
wilderness  settlement  then  known  as 
Philadelphia.  “What  sought  thev  thus 
afar,  bright  jewels  of  the  mine,  the 
wealth  of  seas,  the  spoils  of  war.  they 
sought  a  faith’s  pure  shrine.  ’  From 
persecution  they  fled  to  face  unknown 
foes,  hardships,  and  privations.  Theirs 
was  a  hard  life  and  often  the  forces 
of  nature  seemed  cruel  to  them.  But 
they  had  a  vision  toward  which  their 
nopes  buoyed  them  on.  They  were 
free  in  a  free  land — free  to  serve 
God  according  to  the  dictates  of  their 
conscience.  By  force  of  necessity, 
they  developed  a  hardy  race  with 
nabits  of  industry,  economy,  and  true 
neighborliness  throughout  their  com¬ 
munities.  The  God  who  led  the  Isra¬ 
elites  with  a  cloud  by  day  and  a  pil¬ 
lar  of  fire  by  night  was  their  unseen 
but  ever-present  leader.  The  story 
of  their  struggles  is  well-known  his¬ 
tory.  It  is  the  story  of  “the  A.ir.ieri- 
can  wilderness  being  made  to  hlosjom 
as  the  rose.”  Using  the  forest  trees 
for  their  shelter  and  tuel  and  tne 
clearings  as  a  source  f  ’om  which  to 
replenish  their  larder,  they  and  oth¬ 
ers  similarly  bent  laid  the  corner¬ 
stone  of  our  nation. 

What  I  say  of  this  particular  fam¬ 
ily  may  well  apply  to  similar  families, 
many  of  which  are  related  to  us  on 
collateral  lines.  They  were  a  class  of 
people  who  were  led  to  the  American 
shores — there  to  develop  the  land  of 
the  free,  to  make  a  home  for  the 
brave,  and  to  open  the  way  for  many 
to  rise  from  ignorance  to  the  height 
of  enlightened  civilization. 

Few  of  these  early  settlers  could 
read  and  write.  Our  own  emigrant 
Frantz  made  his  cross.  They  built 
schools  and  churches  to  supply  a  cry¬ 
ing  need  for  schools  and  churches. 
Today  we  are  so  much  schooled  and 
so  much  churched — and  we  have  be¬ 
come  so  institutionalized,  so  system- 

atized,  SO  commercialised  and 

are  camouflaged  with  so  many  ior- 
malities — that  many  of  us  have  lit¬ 
tle  time  to  learn  how  to  live  a  right¬ 
eous  life.  . 

Instead  of  our  religion  being  a 
form,  a  creed,  and  a  ceremony,  it 
should  be  a  life — a  life  here,  a  life 
Eternal.  But  for  the  religious  princi¬ 
ples  held  and  lived  by  the  pioneer 
settlers,  this  “land  of  the  free  and 
the  home  of  the  brave”  would  never 
have  happened.  It  was  the  putting 
of  these  principles  into  action  which 
paved  the  way  for  other  lands  of 
freedom  and  which  compelled  princes 
and  potentates  to  allow  “Freedom 
from  her  mountain  height  to  unfurl 
her  standard  to  the  air,  to  tear  the 
azure  robe  of  night,  and  to  set  her 
stars  of  glory  there.” 

“Out  of  the  crater  of  the  volcano 
comes  the  diamond.  Out  of  the  seeth¬ 
ing  of  humanity  comes  the  diamond 
of  intellect.”  Out  of  the  seething, 
the  turmoil,  and  the  persecution  then 
prevalent  in  Europe  came  our  pio¬ 
neer  ancestors  —  human  diamonds 
which  cut  through  all  obstacles  clear, 
clean,  and  straight.  This  country  to¬ 
day  needs  human  diamonds  which  cut 
clear,  clean  and  straight  through  the 
various  problems  confronting  us. 
Idleness  and  ease  never  made  a 
strong  man  or  a  strong  nation.  The 
airship  would  fall  to  the  ground 
but  for  the  resistance  of  the  air  on 
the  propeller  blades. 

It  is  fortunate  that  some  of  us  still 
live  outside  of  many  of  the  20th  cen¬ 
tury  conveniences,  out  in  “God’s 


country”  where  everyone  speak*  to 
everyone  else.  Where  the  family 
gathers,  not  scatters,  as  the  evening 
shadows  fall.  Where  neighbors  are 
not  merely  nearby  people  but  are 
friends.  When:  the  absence  uf  some 
of  the  luxuries  of  modern  life  enable 
us  to  enjoy  keenly  and  to  share  the 
simpler  pleasures  which  we  have. 

Those  who  meet  in  family  reunion 
are  but  a  small  part  of  the  family  as¬ 
sociation.  That  which  counts  most  is 
not  merely  the  number  of  persons 
present  at  a  gathering,  but  the  inter¬ 
est  manifested  by  the  individual 
members  wherever  they  may  be.  We 
do  not  gather  to  simply  do  honor  to 
these  pioneers,  but  more  especially 
to  rededicate  ourselyes  to  the  observ¬ 
ance  of  those  upbuilding  principles 
which  have  made  this  nation  the  great¬ 
est  humanitarian  institution  in  all 
history.  As  a  nation,  we  are  passing 
through  troublous  times.  The  very 
foundations  of  this  nation  have  been 
shaken.  Yet  in  spite  of  what  may 
have  happened  it  might  have  been 
worse.  There  is  still  enough  left  to 
make  life  worthwhile  if  we  but  count 
our  blessings  and  look  into  our  lives 
and  find  the  really  worthwhile  things 
yet  left  to  live  for.  Our  pioneer  an¬ 
cestors  came  humbly,  prayerfully, 
hopefully.  May  our  hopefulness 
shine  through  our  humility  and  our 
prayers. 

I  need  not  bid  you  welcome  to  this 
reunion.  It  is  not  my  meeting.  It  is 
our  meeting.l  We  welcome  each  oth¬ 
er  and  before  we  part  for  our  vari¬ 
ous  homes  may  every  one  have  wel¬ 
comed  every  other  one — not  simply  to 
these  grounds  and  to  this  meeting 
but  to  our  kindly  concern,  to  our  in¬ 
terested  good-will  and  to  our  ioys, 
our  hopes  and  our  prayers.

We 
all  know  what  this  means  for  we  have  j 
all  experienced  the  passing  of  loved 
ones.  Some  of  us  older  ones  can  re¬ 
member  the  passing  of  grandparents 
and  other  persons  of  their  generation 
— the  passing  of  parents  and  their 
generation.  Like  trees  of  the  forest 
they  grew,  flourished,  and  towered 
above  all  else.  They  have  passed  and 
others  have  risen  to  take  their  places. 

“A  sacred  burden  is  this  life  yt>u  bear; 
Look  on  it,  lift  it,  bear  it  solemnly. 
Stand  up  and  walk  up  beneath  it 
steadfastly. 

Fail  not  for  sorrow,  falter  not  for  sin 
But  onward,  upward,  till  the  goal  you 
win.” 

Then  there  are  those  who  had  not 
risen  so  high  when  they  were  plucked 
from  their  setting  and  transplanted 
into  the  Heavenly  Realm — often  the 
brightest  and  most  promising.  There 
is  much  that  we  do  not  know  and 
which  we  cannot  understand.  Why 
this  is  we  do  not  know,  but  we  do 
know  that  “God  is  good,”  and  that 
“He  doeth  all  things  well.”

ent  spellings.  Later  research  brought 
to  light  otner  spellings  of  the  name. 
Eatsna,  Latscha,  Latschar,  Latsnaw, 
Latchaw,  Lautshaw,  Ludshaw,  Le- 
chaw,  Lachat,  Lorschi,  Lotscher, 
Lortscher,  Leutscher,  Letcher,  ail 
doubtless  belong  to  tne  same  family. 
And  those  who  possess  these  names 
are  all  invited  to  benefit  by  our  asso¬ 
ciation  and  to  join  with  us  in  annual 
reunion. 

Tnis  association  has  been  meeting 
in  annual  reunion  during  the  past

Pending  the  re¬ 
organization  of  the  committees  of 
the  association,  contributions  should 
be  sent  to  the  president,  Allen  Lat¬ 
shaw,  Berwyn,  Pa., — who  during  the 
illness  of  the  corresponding  secre¬ 
tary, — who  is  also  the  efficient  head 
of  the  historical  committee,  is  acting 
in  this  capacity.  Contributions  re¬ 
ceived  for  this  purpose  will  be 
promptly  receipted  for  and  properly 
safeguarded.  A  full  report  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  will  be  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  association  annually 
and  to  each  branch  of  the  association 
requesting  it.  It  is  the  purpose  of 
this  committee  to  complete  the  rec¬ 
ords  as  far  as  possible  so  that  at 
some  future  time  a  complete  history 
of  the  family  and  its  part  in  the 
building  of  this  nation  may  be  pub¬ 
lished. 

It  is  estimated  that  in  our  large 
family  there  were  upwards  of  one 
hundred  deaths  during  the  past  year, 
nearly  as  many  births,  and  a  lesser 
number  of  marriages.  Comparatively 
few  of  these  have  been  reported  to 
us.  In  order  that  our  records  may 
be  kept  up  to  date,  it  is  very  much 
desired  that  anyone  in  possession  of 
information  along  these  lines  forward 
the  same  to  the  corresponding  secre¬ 
tary  or  to  any  of  the  officers  of  the 
association.
